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DETAILED ACTION 
Restrictions 

Restriction is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 and 372. 

This application contains the following inventions or groups of inventions which 
are not so linked as to form a single general Inventive concept under PCT Rule 1 3.1 . 

The inventions listed below do not relate to a single general inventive concept 
under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the same or 
corresponding special technical feature for the following reasons: the compounds 
employed are already known in the prior art and each formulation comprises 
compounds having different variable core structures and corresponding functionalities. 

Specifically, Goschke et al. (US 5,606.078) discloses the synthesis of aryl 
alkanoic acid amide compounds of formula I (column 5, lines 39-50, structure lie). 

In conclusion, there is a lack of unity of invention, and therefore restriction for 
examination purposes is proper. 

Election 

This application contains claims directed to more than one species of drug/active 
agent of the generic invention. Applicant is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 to elect a 
single disclosed species of each genus compound claimed for prosecution on the merits 
to which the claims shall be restricted if no generic claim is finally held to be allowable. 
For example, applicant is required to define each of R1, R2, and R3 and any additional 
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variables as required for the particular species of the compound in claim 1 . Applicant is 
further required to elect a species as shown below: 
1) a disease (such as from the list in claim 1) 

Currently claims 1-7 are generic. 

Applicant is advised that the reply to this requirement to be complete must 
include (!) an election of a species or invention to be examined even though the 
requirement be traversed (37 CFR 1.143) and (il) identification of the claims 
encompassing the elected invention. 

It is considered that at Markush type claim encompassing such species is 
directed to multiple independent and patentably distinct inventions since the species are 
so unrelated and diverse that a prior art reference anticipating the claims with respect to 
one of the species will not render the claim anticipated or obvious under 35 U.S.C. 102 
nor 35 U.S.C. 103 respectively with regard to any one other of the species. Further 
these species are considered to be independent since they are unconnected in 
operation, one does not require the others for ultimate use and the specification does 
not disclose a dependent relationship between them. Moreover, each of the stated 
species is considered patentably distinct from the others on the basis of its properties. 
Thus, the stated species are capable of supporting separate patents under 35 U.S.C. 
121. 

Accordingly, applicants are required to make a provisional election of a single 
independent and/or patentably distinct Invention stated supra prior to an examination of 
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said species on the merits. This election will be given effect in the event the Markush 
type claims are not found allowable, at which time the examination of the claims 
presented will be limited to the Markush type claims and claims directed solely to the 
elected species. The claims directed solely to the nonelected species will be held 
withdrawn from further consideration. It should be noted that an election of species has 
been held to be tantamount to a requirement for restriction (see In re Herrick, 1958 CD 
1 , and In re Joyce 1 958 CD2). 

Applicant's response must include a provisional election of one of the 
independent and patentably distinct inventions identified above even though the 
requirement is traversed (37 C.F.R. 1.142 and 1.143). Applicant Is advised that any 
traverse must be supported by argument in order to perfect the right to petition in the 
event that the provisional requirement is given effect in the event noted above.
